The proposed procedure is to fabricate a sump pump ung a Sarco TD42H Thermodynamic Impulse
Steam Trap, or an Armstrong CD-33 Thermodynami.clmpulse Steam Trap. A Penberthy Model GL Jet
Pump Ejector or use existing Penberthy Pump Ejector assembly. This pump pperates on steam.
The steam trap serves two purposes, to pump water from steam pit and to remove condensate
from steam line. The cost of the thermodynamic trap is approximately $145.00, the cost of
the Jet Pump Ejector is approximately $93.00,1.8 man-hours to replace existing pump, approximately
$32.00 labor for a total of $270.00. The total cost using existing Penberthy Pump Ejector
Assembly, approximately $177.00. There is only one moving part, the disk in the Thermodynamic
Trap, and only two (2) replacement parts total cost 97.00 1.8 man-hours,approx $32 labor.
